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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 





Schocl Board and Citizens of the Wentworth 
School District, 

Ladies and Gentlemen: 

I hereby submit my seventh annual report as 
Superintendent of Schools. 

The statistical part for the year 1935-1936 fol- 
lows the supervisory comment covering the period 
from the last report to the present writing. 

During the summer the Board erected a new 
school in South Wentworth to replace the Foster 
School destroyed by fire on February 12 of last year. 
The insurance of $600 together with the appropria- 
tion of $750 was available for the new building and 
a very comfortable schoolhouse was ready for occu- 
pancy at the opening of school in September. The 
building is smaller than the old one. It will adeqvate- 
ly accomodate 15 to 20 pupiJs and with its present en- 
rollment of 10 the building seems large enough to 
amply serve this part of town for a long time and 
more economically than the original building. Doro- 
thy G. Veysey returned from the Buffalo district tv 
teach this school. : 

The village building with the addition is ade- 
quate at present, but is approaching its capacity 
particularly in the primary room. The appropriation 
proved to be insufficient to equip both rooms with 
electricity and the grammar room therefore was the 
only one done as it needs illumination more and is thus 
available for meetings of older pupils and advlts in 
the evenings. The play and whist parties given by 
the Grange and splendid support of the general public 
made funds available for the electrification of the 
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plimary recom. The Buffalo School is intact and can 
be reopened at anytime if necessity requires. How- 
ever, it would be unfortunate if such an occasion 
arises beczuse the present status is very satisfactory. 
The two teachers have their rooms under good con- 
trol and the classes are motivating well. It might be 
thought that with 45 in the primary room the chil- 
dren are not progressing as fast as generally expected 
in « four-grade room. I do not think such is the case. 
Great credit is dve to. Miss Pray for the masterful 
way in which in which she is handling the situation 
and also the cooperation she is receiving from the 
parents. She strikes a good La'ance between helping 
the children and not detracting too much from their 
initiative. In my opinion the work is progressing 
well in this room and in general a child who is not 
Cong acceptable work here would not do it anywhere 
else. 


Marjorie McCoy of Campton, a graduate of the 
Plymouth Normal School last June is teacher at the 
Atwell Hill School. Miss McCoy is a very promising 
teacher and is doing very good work under hard cir- 
cumstances. She averages 20 or more rupils of all 
grades in a small room. At one time last year there 
were four puxls from Pie mont in this schcol. Some- 
time it may be necessary for the Board to decline to 
receive scholars from this district, but this would be 
regrettable, as this is the natural school for those 
children at the extremity cf Piermont. During the 
summer the shed was jacked up and the plant is in 
good condition. 


The average cost of schools in the district out- 
side of debt and construction was $59.94 last year 
and the medium for the state is $77.93. It would 
seem that the expenditures over which the Board has 
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the greatest control are handled in a conservative 
way. No more constructicn or unusual outlays are 
anticipated for sometime. The district has only one 
outstanding note of $500 on the Foster School. The 
outstanding expense after teachers’ salaries is high 
school tuition which last year was $1,926.94. The 
prospects are that it will be $2,220 next year as par- 
ents are sending their children more and more to 
secondary schools. High school tuition is a statutory 
obligation and beyond the control of the Board. Until 
there is state aid for high school tuition the expense 
to the district will not decrease very much. 


There are no special appropriations and _ the 
amount asked for is a substantial reduction from 
last year.
